MARIETTA, Ga., Nov. 16.—The 
Cobb county grand jury today in- 
dicted six persons for rioting and 
disturbing the peace as an out- 
growth of disturbances October 
18-19 at Smyrna following the 
murder of George Washington 
Camp, 65, and his daughter, Mrs. 
Christine Pauls, 26. 

The jury has been in special 
session for two days and will con- 
tinue its probe tomorrow. About 
50 witnesses have appeared. 

Indicted are: 

Broughton Teem, Henry Martin, 
Buck Miller, M. D. Lewis, Paul 
Hensley and Robert Hughes. 

The charges ranged from drunk- 
enness on the street at the time of 
the rioting to chasing “negroes 
with instruments resembling 
butcher knives.” 

H. G. Vandiviere, solicitor of 
the Blue Ridge superior court cir- 
cuit, assisted the grand jury in its 
probe of the disturbances. 

All six of those indicted were 
among a group of 26 arrested soon 
after order was restored on the 
night of October 19, following the 
burning of a negro school. 

Teem is charged with boarding 
a strect car at Fair Oak stop on 
the night of October 18 and de- 
manding delivery of negro passen- 
gers of Conductor Fred Rogers. 
According to the indictment, Teem

ed cases have brought $412,882.90 
to pensioners from July 1, 1937, 


From local relief funds $398.- 
716.56 was distributed in 14 
months. In September of this year 
3,003 families, representing be 
| persons, received $23,970.61 : 
cash, groceries and medical mt. 

Surplus food and clothing val- 


and $8,910 was received by 
families through allotments from 
the 396 Fulton county boys in 
CCC camps, during the same 
month. 

Under the social security act, 
$53,729 is allocated to Fulton 


this total is paid by the county, 
the remaining sum being provided 
by the state and federal govern- 
ments. The state also pays 90 per 
cent of the salaries and travel ex- 
penses for the personnel adminis- 
tering old-age pensions, aid to the 
blind and dependent children. 

Expenitures of the local admin- 
tember amounted to $14,275.79, 
fice and its 163 employes. The 
state paid $3,679.53 of this amount. 

There are 1,486 children, with- 
out capable parents or relatives, 
who are being cared for in the 
county. Blind persons, dependent 
children and old-age pensions 
were paid $53,727 in October, the 
maximum monthly allowance to 
Fulton until additional funds are 
made avaible to |the state depart- 
ment, it was pointed out. 

Pensions to the blind are being 
paid for the first time in the his- 
tory of Georgia, and 108 Fulton 
county residents are now being 
aided.

FOR GREATER USEFULNESS 

Conversion of the 122nd Infantry, Georgia 
National Guard, to a Coast Artillery regiment 
assigned to the anti-aircraft arm is indicative 
of the extent of realignment in the national de- 
fense establishment by which the long period 
of reassignment following the entrance of the 
United States into the World War will be elim- 
inated. It also stresses the defense conception 
which has become more and more the basic aim 
of the United States Army. 

This defense concept has been adopted as a 
necessity arising from the concentration of sea 
power in a battle fleet rather than in separate 
establishment of an Atlantic and Pacific fleet. 
This involves a‘corresponding increase in the 
responsibility of the army in the defense of the 
coast in the absence of the fleet should an at- 
tack be launched from both the Pacific and the 
Atlantic. 

As an infantry regiment with ranks filled 
only to maintenance strength, the 122nd regi- 
ment would require, in the event of war, an ex- 
tended period of time to reach war strength and 
training—a period of time which might well 
prove disastrous. 

As an anti-aircraft unit, the regiment would 
be prepared—if given proper equipment—to as- 
sume defense duties almost immediately. The 
ranks would be filled as trained men became 
available, or through incorporation with other 
units into a fighting group ready for service 
within a period of days, rather than months. 
Rather, then, than having to absorb its own 
present strength of raw recruits to be trained 
and equipped, the regiment becomes one which 
has a vital responsibility in the defense of the 
country. 

The change, it is true, comes from the re- 
organization of the infantry divisions, in which 
certain units become “non-essential” as in- 
fantry regiments and, unless used in some such 
way as that suggested for the 122nd, would be 
incorporated into other infantry regiments 
rather than retaining their identity. 

In Atlanta and Georgia, where technically- 
minded youths are more available than in other 
sections, the switch-over then is more valuable 
to the defense establishment than would other- 
wise be the case. The state is given the op- 
portunity to provide a regimental organization 
with a vital part in the ever-present necessity 
for preparedness. 


MUST THESE GO BACK? 

The United States, with other nations of 
the civilized world, is rightfully outraged and 
horrified at the brutal persecution of the Jews 
by Germany. President Roosevelt but expressed 
the thought of every decent American citizen 
when he said he could scarcely believe such 
barbarism could happen in the twentieth cen- 
tury. 

Statesmen, diplomats and leaders are dis- 
cussing, everywhere, what can be done for the 


German Jews who can no longer live in that. 


country. It is self-evident that a place must be 
found for them, yet it is difficult to see where 


they can go. 

Proposals are made to establish them in 
some of the less populated colonies, or man- 
dated areas, of the undeveloped continents, 
such as Africa. This may be the solution. 


The United States has subscribed to a policy 
of helping all Jews who can leave Germany, yet 
there has been no letting down of the quota 
restrictions for immigration to this country. 
While those restrictions remain in force, the 
immigration authorities will be compelled to 
refuse admission to America to the vast ma- 
jority of those who would, otherwise, come here. 

There is, however, a condition affecting some 
German Jews even more imperativ2, and puz- 
zling, than this... Thesé are those who are al- 
ready in this country, not as quota immigrants, 
however, but as temporary visitors, under spe- 
cial permits good only for a limited time. 

The number of these is not large, but they 
provide individual problems in which the strict 
letter of the law, and all human sympathies are 
in conflict. 

Such visitors are permitted here usually for 
three or six-month periods. Their hosts in this 
country have to put up acceptable bonds with 
the immigration authorities, guaranteeing that 
they will leave before their permit expires. The 
thought of Jewish visitors here, compelled to 
return to Germany because the United States 
law says they must, because their passports and 
visas permit them to go to no other country, 
is horrifying in its implications. Having, per- 
haps by chance, escaped from the grip of the

persecutors, it is ironic fate that United States 
law compels them to return. 

Cannot something be done, some executive 
intervention extended, to let down the quota 
barriers sufficiently so these, already here, may 
remain if they wish? 


THE GREAT MODERN PLAGUE 


The recent statements by Dr. Thomas Par- 
ran, surgeon general of the United States, that 
although the south has only 30 per cent of the 
nation’s people, 65 per cent of those who an- 
nually acquire syphilis live in this section, need 
cause no resentment. On the contrary the 
general should be thanked by southern people 
for being so outspoken. Syphilis has been too 
long regarded as a subject to be discussed only 
in whispered confidence. 

This disease, of course, is no southern prob- 
lem exclusively. It is the great national scourge. 
A modern plague. Although the south does have 
a special problem in relation to it, the old spe- 
cial problem chestnut should no longer be con- 
sidered as an excuse for a condition, but rather 
as a reason for putting forth greater effort to 
remedy the evil. 

Health surveys during the years from 1927 to 
1936 have indicated an annual attack rate for 
the nation as a whole, including all races, of 
796 to 1,550 per 100,000 population in cities. In 
some rural sections the count has been as low 
as 280 per 100,000. Unfortunately, this does not 
tell the whole story, as it probably would in the 
case of smallpox or typhoid fever. In either 
of these diseases 300 or 400 cases would be called 
an epidemic. The patient either gets well or 
dies. In the case of syphilis, however, the total 
diready affected is far greater than the number 
annually attacked. 

Probably one of the first and most essential 
steps toward arresting the disease is to enact 
laws requiring the Wassermann test for all per- 
sons seeking marriage licenses. Drastic action 
to be sure, but the enemy is not one to be trifled 
with. Twenty-five states already have such 
laws. Six require them for men only. No logical 
reason exists, however, for a law applying to 
men only. The nature of the diesease is such 
that a law for males, only, is like treating half 
the population for a contageous disease with the 
expectation of stamping out an epidemic. 


The chief lack of effectiveness of legislation 
to curb syphilis is to be found in the fact that 
comparatively few states have worth-while laws. 
Dodgers may step across the state line to get 
married. After the Illinois statute took effect 
the marriage license bureau in a small town in 
Missouri increased its business over 1,100 per 
cent in 30 days. 

Those misguided couples in Illinois circum- 
vented the law, to be sure, but not the disease. 
If it existed, they simply passed it on to their 
children. To use the words of a New York state 
official “up to the passage of the present law 
the authorities granted each year, unknowingly, 
the right to marry to at least 13,000 men and 
women infected with syphilis. As a result of 
these marriages 9,000 stillborn infants have 
been brought into the world each year.” To 
Say nothing of the deformed, the crippled and 
the insane. 


It will be a long, slow fight before syphilis 
is finally conquered, because the enemy has be- 
come entrenched, not only physically, but in 
the mental prejudices of the people. These 
prejudices must be beaten before the real enemy 
can be attacked. One particularly encouraging 
sign is to be found in a Gallup poll, which in- 
dicated a majority of the people were willing 
to authorize a program which would give prom- 
ise of curbing the dread disease. But the “in 
fighting,” so to speak, must stop. The battle 
must be waged in the open. And the attack 
should start now. 


HUNTERS’ ACCIDENTS 


While the Chinese, Japanese and Spaniards 
fight undeclared wars, Americans are fighting 
an unintentional war among themselves. Citi- 
zens here are killing themselves and others—ac- 
cidentally—at an amazingly fast rate. 


Many organizations are waging war on traf- 
fic accidents, still other groups are crying for 
a curb of homicides and there are those en- 
gaging in drives to eliminate home accidents. 
Yet, although they are forgotten in the “drives,” 
hunters should not grow lax and believe they 
are immune to danger and death because no 
one is urging them to be careful. 

So far this year in Georgia a number of 
hunters have killed themselves in accidents with 
their guns. Dozens of persons have suffered 
loss of limbs and serious injuries in accident 
with guns. Most of the accidents were un- 
necessary. 

No law can be passed to prevent a man from 
stumbling in a small ditch, from dropping his 
weapon while climbing through a barbed wire 
fence, or from tripping over a vine, but added 
exhortations to be cautious may result in im- 
provement along this line, and in the saving of 
many lives.

Editorial of the Day 


MEN IN FEAR 
_ (From The Charlotte News.) 

Behind the thing that has been taking place 
in Germany lies a ruthless will to rule, obvious- 
ly. But behind it there probably also lies naked 
terror. These are the acts of men who are des- 
perately afraid for the safety of their own pre- 
cious hides. 

At the elbows of Hitler, Goering & Co. stalk 
unseen presences, whispering, “Look Hitler, look 
Goering, what has happened to Von Rath. To- 
morrow it may be your turn. All over Germany, 
all over the western world, more men are prob- 
ably plotting your destruction than have ever be- 
before schemed against tyrants. When you pass 
in the street soldiers stand before the crowds with 
orders to shoot down everybody if a single man 
raises a finger against you. But you are not safe. 
Brains are cunning things. And one of these days 
one of them may very well contrive a scheme 
that will break through the barriers and send 
you screaming into doom. So you must attempt 
to make the price so frightful that no one will 
be willing to pay it. Not merely the death of the 
man who strikes you, but wholesale misery for 
all those to whom he is bound by ties of affec- 
tion and loyalty—all those whom he seeks to serve 
in cutting you down.” 

Well, maybe it will work—that method. But 
all the evidence of history runs against it. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
MURPHY DISCLOSES WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—The first 


seeming disclosure of the President’s 
post-election mood was made the other day by Governor Frank 
Murphy, of Michigan, after a long White House visit. Murphy dep- 
recated third-party talk, and declared that “progressives” should 
continue to work within the Democratic party. He might as well 
have said, “The President hasn't been frightened into the arms of « 
the conservative Democrats. He will press forward, and let the 
devil take the consequences.” 

The circumstances of the Murphy visit must be remembered. 
He flew down, after seeing the major third party proponent, Mayor 
F, H. LaGuardia, in New York. He came as a lame-duck, beaten 
for re-election by middle-class revulsion against the New Deal's 
intellectual liberalism, which was what he meant by “progres- 
sivism.” While in Washington he also conferred at length with 
precisely the New Dealers whose great object is the transforma- 
tion of the Democratic party into a New Deal or “progressive” party. 

At present, it is being widely forecast that the President will 
exile his left-wing advisers and abandon his effort to transform 
his party. It is pointed out that the hands of orthodox Democrats 
have been vastly strengthened by the election returns. And yet 
Murphy, after a long chat with the President, declared that the 
fight to transform the Democratic party must go on. The infer- 
ence, that the President will continue to lead the fight himself, is 
too obvious to need laboring. 

Perhaps the President will change his mind, when his con- 
gressional leaders and men like Postmaster General James A. Farley 
are able to present their views to him. Probably there will be no 
final showdown between the Democrats and the New Dealers, for 
the President does not love showdowns. But, unless the Presi- 
dent deceived Frank Murphy, disappointments are in store for those 
who hope for the banishment of Harry Hopkins and his friends, and 
those who hope for peace within the Democratic party. 

Far from being demoralized by the

A public overture has just been 
made to Lewis, in the appointment of his daughter to the Lima 
conference delegation. Simultaneously, a leading New Dealer called 
on him to remind him that he and the President were “working the 
same side of the street,” and to suggest that it was in both their 
interests to make friends. The New Dealers also hope to help Lewis 
convince the public that the CIO is not synonymous with Com- 
munism. And they are determined to force some peace between 
the CIO and the AFL. 

While they are consolidating their forces on the labor front, 
they also hope to regain lost ground among the farmers. 

Their self-criticism does not stop at farm and labor policies, 
however. 

They are anxious (as always) for a reorganization of the cabi- 
net which will end the careers of several political chair-warmers 
and transform. the official administration lineup into a sort of pre- 
view of the New Dealized Democratic party. They hope for a more 
aggressive attack on bad Democratic organizations, like Mayor 
Hague’s, the alliance with which, contrary to report, was angrily 
disapproved by most New Dealers. Finally, they recognize the va- 
lidity of certain attacks on the WPA and the Labor Relations Board. 
NLRB decisions must cease to have a partisan flavor. A stop must 
be put to politics in the WPA, for which the New Dealers blame 
senatorial confirmation of high officials. All in all, they have laid 


out quite a program.

FOOTBALL AND POLITICS Football is one of the dominant 


passions and emotions of the 
fall. Indeed, it continues in a mild form throughout the 12 months. 

Recently the University of Georgia's athletic officials an- 
nounced Mercer University, at Macon, would be “dropped” from 
the Georgia schedule. The two teams have played, with more or 
less regularity, since 1893. Mercer has never won a game. More 
than 100 years old, Mercer’s graduates occupy a majority of the 
state’s elective positions. 

Yesterday it officially was announced the University of Georgia 
had “reopened” the case and that a game with Mercer probably 
would be played. It cited protests by Chambers of Commerce and 
by business and professional men of the state. 

What it did not cite was the determining factor by which Mer- 
cer forced “reconsideration.” The fact that a number of the mem- 
bers of the legislature sent in wires and letters protesting the de- 
cision by the University of Georgia was the determining factor. 
Legislators vote on appropriations. 

No one appproves politics in school athletics. 

good influence and have no part there. 
Yet, the Mercer supporters felt they had some right on their 
side of the argument. They pointed out that the University of 
Georgia, a state university, was playing three South Carolina teams, 
no one of which was a member of the conference in which Georgia 
holds membership. They felt the state university team ought to 
consider the Mercer team which it has played, with some regu- 
larity, since 1893. The public, generally, will sympathize with such 
an argument. : 

A decision is to be made soon, probably this week end or early 
next week. Meanwhile the political pressure is being applied and 
it is being seriously applied. If Mercer doés not obtain this game 
there most assuredly will be a reverberation of it in the next ses- 
sion of the legislature. 

All of which means that football. since it is a passion and an 
emotion, must be treated as such. Diplomacy is required. In fact, 
one of the contributing factors to the fight was a slurring remark 
about a “second-rate game” by a gentleman who should have known 
better. Only diplomacy will keep football out of politics. 


THE GERMAN LACK OF HUMOR No other nation in the 

world, not even Italy, I 
suspect, can understand the complete barbarism of the German 
people with regard to a minority within its own borders. 

The Germans, quite seriously, have not a sense of humor. I do 
not mean they have no jokes or do not laugh and sing in their beer 
halls. They do. But, as a nation, they have no sense of humor. 

In Vienna last April, at the time of the plebiscite, they thought 
it not at all humorous that they had officially announced the union 
of the two countries, Germany and Austria, on Saturday, April 9. 
And that on Sunday, April 10, they permitted a fantastic plebi- 
scite to obtain “the will of the German people.” They went about 
it solemnly and seriously. 

They denounce the assassination, by a Polish boy, of one of their 
minor officials as “cowardly.” It was. 

They then, with complete cowardice, and utter brutality, attack 
and kill entirely helpless people, smash up their stores and homes, 
burn their places of worship. Their high officials condone it. They 
see no incongruity between this and their statement of the “cow- 
ardly” shooting in Paris. 

They proclaim the virtues of their government and then ad- 
mittedly, and even boastfully, admit they are holding as hostages 
innocent men and women. It is the kidnaper’s practice.

A FREE PRESS | : 

Some of them are justified. Yet, it remains 
the only really free press in the world, unless that 9f Sweden and 
Norway be included. Denmark's press is free but it imposes a sort 
of self-censorship on matters German. So would you if in Dne- 
mark’s position. The German gun ever is at their head. 

In Essen, Germany, some time ago, a loaded bomber fell in the 
outskirts of the city, which has a population of about 900,000. It 
broke windows, damaged houses, and of course killed the occu- 
pants of the bomber. No word was in the paper, 

I believe that during the recent crisis not more than a few 
hundred people in Germany knew what was happening. 

England’s press is theoretically free, yet it is so self-censored 
that, next to the people of the dictator countries, the people of 
England are the lest informed on public questions in which the gov- 
ernment is involved. Reliable correspondents report the people of 
England just now are learning all the events leading to the “peace 
at Munich.” 

Whatever the faults of the American press, and {it of course has 
them, it is something which does a fine job for the American peo- 
ple in keeping them better informed than the people of any other 
nation in the world. The people, I think, realize this. During the 
recent ludicrous “Mars” scare, there was a tribute to the newspapers 
in the fact that thousands of people called newspaper offices and 
asked, “Is it true?”

They Don't Go Back to It If 
the New One Is Better 


By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


An ardent New Deal columnist, who knows politics and people, 
reminds us of the fact that state political machines, while proclaim- 
ing their loyalty to the New Deal in order to get their share of the 
gravy, are at heart conservative and will return to their old way 
when the gravy stops flowing. 

He might have gone further and said that America {is naturally 
conservative, or that human nature itself is conservative. 

People, in the mass, are like a vehicle. The vehicle’s natural 
state is rest. Some power outside itself is required to move it, and 
it stops moving when the power stops. 

The natural inclination of people is to live in a rut, repeating 
today the things they did yesterday and last year, and loving the 
old way more with each passing year. Left undisturbed, they would 
follow established custom for centuries, as other animals do. The 
ancients lived that way. 

The power that moves a whole people to change its way of life 
is usually hard necessity. 

A reformer may persuade people to quit their established cus- 
toms for ways that seem better; but zeal for reform, like a real 
estate boom or a religious revival, is a state of enthusiasm and 
therefore temporary. Enthusiasm is an abnormal state, and ab- 
normal things can’t last. 

A few people in every reform movement are unselfish ideal- 
ists whose one desire is to do good, but the most cursory examina- 
tion will reveal that most of them are drawing salaries or ex- 
pecting benefits. They are loyal to something that butters their 
bread. The power that moves them is gravy, and they come to a 
full stop when the gravy gives out. 

When a reformer dies or loses his office, most of his reform dies 
with him. But this does not mean that the people, having seen the 
light, return to darkness because they prefer it, as the washed sow 
returns to her wallow. It means only that the people are sensible 
enough to exercise the judgment that results from experience. 

Reformers, being zealots, bite off more than their age can chew. 
Having overcome the natural inertia of the people, they develop a 
momentum that carries them too far. Enthusiasm doesn’t reason. 
And their movement, however good in motive and purpose, car- 
ries with it a mass of driftwood that is worthless if not actually 
poisonous. 

The reform movement is another step in man’s progress, for 
whatever part of it is good and wise and approved by use is adopted 
by conservatives and made permanent. The part that is lost is the 


part that isn’t worth keeping.

For the 1938 
compilation, gubernatorial and 
senatorial returns were used in 
some cases because of incomplete 
returns in the district elections of 
representatives. 

Greatest Vote Indicated. 

In the 24 states this year, the 
G. O. P. polled 14,886,35€ votes. 
With 14,010,223 ballots, Demo- 
crats had 48.5 per cent of the 
major party vote. 

Despite the indicated Republi- 
can vote getting advantages in half 
the states, which comprise popu- 
lous centers of the east, midwest 
and west, Democrats elected 262 
representatives, or 60.2 per cent 
of the house membership. With 
170 congressmen, Republicans 
have 39.1 per cent of the house 
voting power. 

If the ratio of former years is 
maintained, however, the: 24- 
state survey would indicate a to- 
tal vote of about 40,000,000. Such 
a total, which would include about 
1,000,000 mindr party ballots, 
would be the greatest off-year 
vote in history. 

Drop in New York. 

Although they won the New 
York governorship, Democrats 
polled only 50.7 per cent of the 
major party vote in that race. 
The ratio in some other state- 
wide races was higher, however. 
In the 1936 presidential election, 
the party polled 58.5 per cent of 
the vote, and 56.8 per cent of the 
off-year balloting of 1934.

Blind Pupils Visualize 
With Sensitive Fingers 


By Eleanor Roosevelt. 


_ COLUMBUS, Ohio—We did not arrive in Columbus from Cin- 
cinnati until nearly 12 o'clock, so by the time the press conference 
was over and we had glanced through the important mail, we 
were ready for a very light lunch. — 

At 2 o'clock the NYRA director and two of 

his assistants came in to tell me about their 
program. They have quite an important resi- 
dent project for colored boys, which is about the 
best thing being done for them in this state. 
They co-operate with the Junior Placement Serv- 
ice in the state re-employment bureau, and are 
doing good work in placing their own young 
people, as well as some who are not actually on 
relief, but who need advice and help to find the 
right work. 

By 2:30 I started out with the WPA director 
and Miss Thrasher, the head of the women’s 
and professional project in this state. Our first 
stop was at the state hospital for the insane. 

This is the first project of this kind I have seen anywhere. 
are using WPA workers to supervise occupational therapy and fec- 
reation for their patients. For the first time, some of the patients 
who have been much disturbed, have been able to go out and en- 
gage in normal occupations. One group took to ‘gardening, and 
in a few weeks all but two of them had been sent home. One of 
the wards which has always been locked may now be left open, 
for this program has given the women occupation for their hands 
_ minds in the long hours when they otherwise would have been 
idle. 

The material which is being gathered through the observation of 
all these cases is going to be a great value to the doctors. I find 
that Ohio, like so many other states, has insufficient funds for after 
care when they discharge their patients and yet, if they wish to 
save the state further expense, it would be well to give these pa- 
tints supervision, for otherwise many of them will have to find 
their way back to the hospital. Perhaps WPA can develop a new 

project. 

We proceeded from the hospital to a school for the blind, where 
another entirely new project is being developed. They have many 
children who have been blind from birth, and the gVPA workers 
are building models for them. For instance, they will no longer 
have to wonder what Lincoln's log cabin was like, or what the 
Leaning Tower of Pisa looks like, and even what the outside of 
their own school building looks like, for they feel all over the 
‘model with their fingers, read the little markers in Braille which 
tell them the scale, and through those sensitive fingers see things 
which they never visualized before. 

I must tell you about one more thing, but that must wait for 
tomorrow. .
